FIXES FOR FUNERAL 


G ives N otice,Buys C asket,Arrays 
H erself and Suicides. 
New York, Feb. 7.—"I should like 
you to feel that this is the surrender 
of a proud, strong soul." 
In them words, penned to a friend, 
Mrs. Clero A. Walton of San Fran­ 
cisco. exulained a suicide planned with 
deliberation. 
Having paid her bill at the Hotel 
La Grande, selected a casket, arranged 
for the cremation of her body and sum­ 
moned the police, coronet and under­ 
taker, the woman swallowed poison 
and was dead when those culled to ber 
apartment* arrived. 
Mrs. Walton was the widow of a Mr. 
Walton, whom she married at Denver. 
She was forty-three years of age and 
beautiful 
Born at Fayetteville, Tenn., 
where «* sister resides, in early life 
she rem ^ved to Denver. Thrown upon 
her own resources by the death of her 
husband, she set up a dressmaking 
establishment at San Francisco and 
prospered until the earthquake, which 
impoverished 
her. 
Later 
she came 
here and made a brave struggle, the 
futility of which she described in a 
letter to a physician, who bad attended 
her bere for minor troubles, and at 
timer had sought to rouse her from a 
stall of Increasing depression. 
Rec >ntljr she called at an undertak­ 
er's and selected and paid for a casket. 
At ‘Int sam e time she arranged to 
have her body crem ated. 
She ex­ 
plained that she was in 111 health and 
could hot long survive. 
Every detail 
looking to the disposition of her body 
and effects 
was carefully 
planned. 
Some bour before suiciding she asked 
for and settled her bill at the hotel, 
paid a lew small bills and then wrote 
several letters. 
The police, coroner and undertaker 
were notified of the expected hour of 
her death. 
When the three, arriving 
simultaneously, burst into her room, 
the body, carefully dressed, lay upon 
her bed. 
She bad attired herself in a 
blue and white checked skirt, a white 
lace shirtwaist, white kid slippers and 
white stockings. 
Her hair was care­ 
fully arranged In a marcel wave.
